me and my family. 


“They must look to pay the 
families an appropriate amount for 


what we have lost. 


“The Queen was very polite when 
we met her and asked us who it was 


that we lost, and the Prime 
Minister also expressed 
sympathy, but what can 
they say? 

“We have lost our life, the 
centre of our world and no 
words can change that.” 

Mr Mozzaka, head of soft- 
ware development at the 
Health Protection Agency, 
was offered the £5,500 as 
the basic payment for a 
bereaved relative. 

The couple’s children 
Saba, 24 and Saeed, 22, will 
also receive the same sum. 


Outcry 


The Mozzakas, — from 
Finchley, north London, 
will also be offered loss-of- 
earnings payments which 
could reach six figures. 

There has been a national 
outcry over compensation 
for the families of the dead 
and the injured.

YOU might have thought the ‘cast of thou- 
sands’ was something that disappeared with 
the legendary Cecil B. DeMille. But ROME, 
BBC2’s new epic series, showed that TV 
could be just as ambitious, provided you’ve 


got top US channel HBO lending a hand. 

It wasn’t just the cast that was enormous: 
there was a producer, a consulting producer, 
four co-producers, three co-executive pro- 
ducers and four executive producers. Lord 
knows what they all do - produce, probably 
- but it made the opening credits very long. 

Once you started to watch, it was clear 
that the legions of people who’d made this 
show were very necessary. It would be 
impossible to say whether it truly re-created 
all the sights, sounds and smells of ancient 
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Rome - you’d need to ask an ancient Roman. 
But the battles looked like battles and the 
crowds looked like crowds. 

The behaviour of the characters also 
reminded us we were in the heart of an 
ancient city. People routinely made sacri- 
fices to the gods - in one ghastly scene, 
Attia, sister of Julius Caesar, took a shower 
in the blood of a bullock.

Even if modern civilisation grew from the 
ruins of this place, watching Rome makes 
you quite glad things have moved on a bit. 
The main story is a power struggle 
between Caesar and Pompey. Caesar (Ciaran 
Hinds) is a war-hero, who has won the ado- 


ration of the mob for his campaigns, while 
Pompey (Kenneth Cranham) is a stuff-shirt, 
surrounded by snooty senators. 

It’s not the first time the BBC has had a go 
at ancient Rome. In 1976, there was ‘I 
Claudius’. The script was superb, but the 
sets wobbled every time an angry Empress 
slammed a door. Yet people still loved it. 

Rome is technically brilliant. But it moves 
the goalposts into Hollywood territory. The 
next time someone has an ambitious idea 
for a historical series, the BBC will fund it 
only if they have several millions spare - 
because it ‘won’t look as good as Rome’. 
Thirty years ago, they’d have just had a go. 
And rightly so. You don’t need the resources 
of an Empire to make good drama.
